Dissent volces were drowned in the 
general approval of the Prime Min- 
ister's speech, and a résolution ex- 
pressing loyalty to him and the La- 
bor cabinet was carried, although 
some of the delegates protested that 
they were not given an opportunity 
to debate on the resolution. One 
Wolverhampton woman delegate 
hotly denounced any compromise by 
the Labor government on socialism. 

A Birmingham delegate moved 
that the Independent Labor members 
of the government should oppose all 
votes on supplies ‘having to do with 
armaments, but an amendmert by 
Fr, W. Jowett, Commissioner of 
Works, asking that the meeting ac- 
cept the policy of calling an interna- 
tional conference or disarmament 
was carried, 365 to 196,

which were not altogether well re- 
ceived. Later d’'Annunzio planned a 
fine playhouse for her on Lake A\l- 
bano in Italy but the project fell 
through after the site had been ob- 
tained and the capital pledged. 

Her attachment to the _ poet- 
soldier was the subject of world- 
wide attention, and their quarrel sent 
her {nto retirement. 

Mme. Duse's first appearance in 
the United States in 1893 was mark- 
ed by successful runs in New York 
and Boston, her repertoire itnclud- 
ing the better known plays by Vic- 
torian Sardou and Dumas, Ibsen's 
“Doll's House’ and works of the 
Italian dramatists, 

Her last two publio apearances, 
prior to her long retirement, were 
as a participant in the Ellen Terry 
theatrical jubilee in London in 1906 
and in “La Gioconda” at Cannes, 
France, in 1907, About this time 
she had arranged to tour South 
America but was stricken with an
